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The Teachings of The Church of God Verified by Scriptures 


Hello, Church of God Evangel readers. 
I am writing on the teachings of the 
Church. I trust that you will read this 
all through and also read the scripture 
references. 

On page 139 of the Church of God 
Minutes for the year 1938, you will find 
the teachings of the Church listed. I 
have taken these up in the order given 
in the Minutes and treated them sepa- 
rately. 

We begin with repentance. I don’t 
think any one who claims to have any 
faith in the Bible, would dispute the doc- 
trine of repentance. Yet for the sake of 
the over-skeptical I will give a few ref- 
erences. 

Nineveh repented at the preaching of 
Jonah until God changed His mind and 
spared them. John the Baptist preached 
this wonderful truth and Jesus did the 
same when He entered upon His ministry. 
Repentance is not something we get from 
God, but something we do in order to 
qualify to receive things from God. All 
must repent because all have sinned. 

Justification is a word used to describe 
the condition of a soul after it has re- 
pented and exercised a living faith in 
God. 

_ Repentance alone will not justify any 
one. It takes faith to justify. But faith 
‘alone will not do the job. Repentance 
and faith will justify one from anything 
but the unpardonable sin. 

Justification describes the condition of 
a soul as long as it is walking in the 
light. When one fails to walk in the 
light he fails to be justified. So this ex- 
perience is both definite and progressive. 

There are many people who have the 
Holy Ghost Baptism but they are out of 
harmony with God’s plan because they 
are not walking in the light. Just how 
long this condition can exist without 
the person backsliding is up to the mercy 
of God. I know that many lose the vic- 
tory because they will not do enough to 
stay justified. 

We are justified by faith, Rom. 5:1; 
by grace, Titus 3:7; by His blood, Rom. 
5:9; by works, James 2:24. 

Regeneration is the making over of a 
soul that has been dead in sin. The hu- 
man race lost its spiritual life in the fall 
of Adam. Now we can be regenerated 
through the washing of regeneration and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost. Titus 3:5. 

To explain this let us imagine that we 
are a worn-out or run-down battery. We 
were one time powerful and full of life 
when we left the hands of the manufac- 
turer, but now we are lifeless. But when 
we have the wires fastened to us and 
have power poured into us from the 
source of power, then we can burn the 
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lights and sound the horn. That is, after 
we have been regenerated. Notice that 
Titus 3:5 said, “regenerated through the 
renewing of the Holy Ghost.” We have 
to be renewed often. 

Regeneration is not the new birth. I 
hope I can make my self plain on this 
important teaching. Nothing can be born 
unless it has at some time been alive, 
even if it is dead at the time of birth. 
Regeneration means that we have been 
begotten of God in the womb of God’s 
divine plan of salvation. The new birth 
means that we have been born of God. 
Not merely begotten of God, but born of 
the Spirit. 

Many people are begotten by the Word. 
they are made to know that they ought 
to accept Christ in reality, they are led 
into the light of holiness by the Word 
of God, but they rebel against the Spirit 
before they are born of God, and die a 
premature death. Others feed on the 
Word and Spirit of God and reach that 
state of maturity where they can be born 
of God and admitted into the kingdom 
of His dear Son. John 3:3; 1 Peter 1:22, 
23; 1 John 3:9. 

Sanctification is an experience that the 
soul and body and spirit can receive after 
one has received the new birth. 1 Thess. 
5:23. Under grace we have not come to 
a burning mountain and blackness and 
darkness and tempest, Heb. 12:18, but 
we have come to Jesus the Mediator of 
the new Covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel. Heb. 12:2. What, may 
I ask, does the blood of Jesus offer that 
that of Abel did not offer? You will find 
the answer in Heb. 13:12, ‘““Wherefore 
Jesus also, that he might SANCTIFY 
the people with his own blood suffered 
without the gate.” 1 Thess. 4:3 tells us 
that it is God’s will for us to be sanc- 
tified. Now sanctification is not any of 
the above mentioned blessings or experi- 
ences of grace. To sanctify means to set 
apart for God, and God does not want a 
sinner set apart for His service; therefore 
it stands to reason that one must be 
born of God before he or she can be 
sanctified. To sanctify also means to 
make clean and pure, and it would be 
very inconsistent to make a dead man 
pure. Therefore one must be made alive 
through regeneration and the new birth 
before he can be sanctified. Sanctifica- 
tion is only for those who have been born 
of God’s Spirit. 

Now let us look a little more closely 
at this great doctrine. Heb. 12:24 tells 
us that the blood of Jesus speaketh bet- 
ter things than that of Abel. What better 
thing is it? IT IS CLEANSING, or the 
taking out of the old Adamic sin. You 


may not want to call it Adamic sin, so 
you may call it carnality, inbred sin, the 
old man, or any other thing you desire, 
but what I mean is the power that has 
dominated the human nature ever since 
Adam sinned, the thing that has driven 
men to murder, adultery, theft, lying, 
hatred, and all the rest of the sins the 
devil has invented. You will still be HU- 
MAN when and after you are sanctified. 
But you will not have the carnal mind in 
you. You will have the mind of Christ. 
You will still be subject to the tempta- 
tions of Satan, but you can_ resist him 
better than Abel could, because the devil 
lived in Abel, and he is only with you. 

The followers of Jesus were born of 
God when they left their work and their 
people and their form of worship and be- 
lieved on the Son of God and began fol- 
lowing Him; but they were not sancti- 
fied. In St. John 17:15, Jesus asked the 
Father not to take His disciples out of 
the world, but to keep them from the 
evil. In the 16th verse He told the Fa- 
ther that they were not of the world, 
even as He was not of the world. This 
makes us to know that they were born 
of God. They were justified by faith in 
Jesus. Then in the 17th verse Jesus asked 
the Father to sanctify them through the 
truth. The truth commands sanctifica- 
tion. The Spirit leads us into the light of 
it, and applies the blood. Therefore we 
are sanctified by the Spirit, and the 
blood of Jesus is the eternal sacrifice that 
was offered to satisfy and appease the 
wrath of God toward sinners, and to take 
out the carnal mind. So we are sanctified 
with the blood. THROUGH TH E 
TRUTH, BY THE SPIRIT, and WITH 
THE BLOOD. If mother tells little sis- 
ter to sweep the floor, she takes the 
broom and sweeps it. The floor is swept 
through the mother’s command, by the 
little sister, and with the broom. 


Holiness is another teaching of the 
Bible. I talked with a woman one time 
that said, “I believe that we ought to live 
right, but I don’t believe we can live 
holy.” Now I ask, What is the difference 
between righteousness and holiness? 

The ones who do not believe in holi- 
ness do not believe in sanctification, for 
sanctification makes HOLY. Jesus is not 
ashamed to call a sanctified man brother, 
because he is a holy man. Heb. 2:11. 

In Psa. 93:5, David said that holiness 
becometh the house of God forever. 
Now if we say the Church is the house 
of God that would mean the Church 
would have to preach the doctrine of 
holiness, which we do; and if you say 
our bodies are the temples of God where

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The Time of His Coming 

“Watch therefore, for ye know neither 
the day nor the hour wherein the Son of 
man cometh,” Matt. 25:13. 

Jesus plainly told His disciples in Matt. 
24:36 that no man knoweth the day nor 
the hour. This is left entirely with the 
Father. There are so many passages in the 
Bible that warn us to be ready for His 
coming and I am sure that those who are 
ready to meet Him will be impressed by 
the Holy Ghost as the time approaches, 
so that they will not be taken unawares. 
I’m sure also that many will think they’re 
ready and will not be ready to meet Him. 
The parable of the foolish virgins in 
Matt. 25 brings this out very clearly. 
All ten were called virgins, and as far as 
the Scriptures are concerned they all 
went to meet the bridegroom. The only 
distinction is that the wise had oil in 
their vessels with their lamps and the 
foolish had no oil. Those who want to be 
fair will have to admit that the oil rep- 
resents the Holy Ghost. In my opinion 
the foolish virgins thought they had the 
oil and no doubt opposed the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost with its evidence. But to 
say the least of it, they thought they 
were ready but were not. 

“For thou hast kept my word, and 
hast not denied my name. Because thou 
hast kept the word of my patience, I also 
will keep thee from the hour of tempta- 
tion, which shall come upon all the 
world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth. Behold, I come quickly: hold that 
fast which thou hast, that no man take 
thy crown,” Rev. 3:8, 10, 11. 

From these verses we see that Jesus is 
going to keep His people from something. 
Verse 10 says “the hour of temptation.” 
The marginal reading says “tribulation.” 
We are sure this is what Jesus meant. We 
know that we will never be kept from 
temptation while in this life. Jesus was 
tempted in all points like as we and yet 
without sin. We are sure from a study of 





the Scriptures that we all agree that we 
will never get to where we will not be 
tempted in this life. We are sure also 
that it is the tribulation that the Church 
is to be kept from, referred to in these 
verses. 

“And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon you 
unawares. For as a snare shall it come on 
all them that dwell on the face of the 
whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand before 
the Son of man,” Luke 21:34-36. 

This scripture is a warning in view of 
the Lord’s return. This is for those who 
have made preparation and are looking 
for His return. It will not do for us to 
be worldly or take any part in things 
that are not holy. The latter part of 
verse 34 says “‘so that day come upon you 
unawares.” This is proof that the Chris- 
tians, through prayer and consecration, 
will have some knowledge of His return. 
Verse 35 tells us that ‘‘as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on the face 
of the whole earth.” The world seems to 
be careless and they are not aware of the 
great need of making preparation for the 
Lord’s return. The Christians are not so. 
They are to watch and pray always. We 
can’t live too close to Jesus, and we should 
be very careful about our conversatioa 
and what we do for if we are worthy to 
stand before the Son of man it will take 
a holy life. 

He speaks of escaping “all these things 
that shall come to pass.” This refers to 
the tribulation week that will take place 
immediately after the rapture. 

The trend of the message coming from 
the pulpit today is warning the people to 
pay tithes and support the Church’s pro- 
gram. To this we say “amen,” but I 
wonder if there are not more obligations 
that we need to emphasize to our minis- 
ters and people. The ministers will have 
to answer for their stewardship. This is 
God’s money that has come into our 
hands and He will hold us responsible as 
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to how we spend it and what we spend it 
for. Sometimes it makes me wonder if we 
are awake to our responsibility. 

Think about divisions and strife and 
contentions and confusion. I feel sure 
that all these things are displeasing to the 
Lord. God is not the author of con- 
fusion and if we loved each other as we 
should we wouldn’t do one thing to hurt 
or hinder one another from worshipping 
God according to the dictates of their 
own conscience and according to His 
will, and we wouldn’t try to hurt one 
another’s influence and keep them from 
doing all the good they could for the 
Lord. Will we be ready to go doing such 
things? 

“Come, my people, enter thou into thy 
chambers, and shut thy doors about thee: 
hide thyself as it were for a little mo- 
ment, until the indignation be overpast. 
For, behold, the Lord cometh out of his 
place to punish the inhabitants of the 
earth for their iniquity: the earth also 
shall disclose her blood, and _ shall no 
more cover her slain,” Isa. 26:20, 21. 

These verses bring out more fully the 
thought that Jesus is coming for His peo- 
ple and will take them away. The word 
“indignation” is a Hebrew word that re- 
fers to a great tribulation time that will 
come upon all the world, and we believe 
it will come after the Lord comes out 
of His place and takes those who are 
ready to meet Him, out of this world. 
Then He will punish the inhabitants of 
the world for their transgressions and 
their iniquity. We believe that the rap- 
tured saints will be taken up and will be 
around the throne in glory while the in- 
habitants of earth are punished for their 
iniquity. There will be millions of people 
who profess righteousness who will not 
meet the requirements and will be left in 
this world to go through the tribulation 
week. This is brought out very clearly in 
Matt. 24:37-44. 

“After this I looked, and, behold, a 
door was opened in heaven: and the first 
voice which I heard was as it were of a 
trumpet talking with me; which said, 
Come up hither, and I will shew thee 
things which must be hereafter. And im- 
mediately I was in the spirit: and, behold, 
a throne was set in heaven, and one sat 
on the throne. And he that sat was to 
look upon like a jasper and a sardine 
stone: and there was a rainbow round 
about the throne, in sight like un- 
to an emerald. And round about the 
throne were four and twenty seats: and 
upon the seats I saw four and twenty el- 
ders sitting, clothed in white raiment; 
and they had on their heads crowns of 
gold. And out of the throne proceeded 
lightnings and thunderings and voices: 
and there were seven lamps of fire burn- 
ing before the throne, which are the sev- 
en Spirits of God. And before the throne

When Jesus came to this fallen world 
to purchase salvation for men He 
counted no cost.

The disciples of Jesus forsook all that 
they might become His followers.

When Jesus was revealed to Saul of 
Tarsus, as the Son of God, the Savior of 
the world, Saul set about to “win 
Christ,” though it cost him “the loss of 
all things.” Phil. 3:8. 

To know Jesus and be His true fol- 
lower is a matter of life. Not to know 
Him is death, eternal death. A man who 
had accumulated large possessions, look- 
ing into the face of his darling baby girl 
who was sick unto death, said, “I would 
give all I possess if my child could be 
made to live and not die.” Who can 
count the value of life? 

Life is laden with burdens, faced with 
many sorrows, experiences many pains 
and much sufferings, and yet men cling 
to it as a precious, priceless possession. 

It has been said, “Salvation (eternal 
life) is cheap at any cost.” But it is not 
to be purchased. Jesus has already pur- 
chased it. It can be had as a free gift by 
one and all who will come to Jesus and 
surrender to Him. He waits, and invites, 
and stands ready to give life to all who 
will come. 

But there is a fearful cost to the man 
who fails to come to Jesus and receive 
life, and to the man who does come to 
Jesus and yet fails to keep true to Jesus 
and live the life offered him here and 
now. You have doubtless heard the ex- 
pression, “The high cost of living.” But 
the cost of sinning is much higher, and 
is much longer drawn out. As the value 
of a single life is beyond the ability of 
the human mind to compute, so the cost 
to be paid for sin, by the finally impeni- 
tent is more than the human mind can 
grasp.

Jesus de- 
scribed some who failed to get right and 
were cast into prison, and said: “Verily 
I say unto thee; Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou hast paid the 
uttermost farthing” (Matt. 5:25-26). 
Thus imprisoned they can never pay up, 
therefore are doomed for all eternity. As 
it is said in Rev. 14:11, “And the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up forever 
and ever.” No earthly course or sin or 
pleasure that the ungodly can find in 
this world is worth such a cost as that! 


Just For the Preacher 


If you do not pray, God will probably 
lay you aside from your ministry as He 
did me to teach you to pray. Remember 
Luther’s maxim, “To have prayed well is 
to have studied well.” Get your text 
from God, your thoughts, your words. 

Study universal holiness of life. Your 
whole usefulness depends on this, for 
your sermons last but an hour or two; 
your life preaches all the week. If Satan 
can only make of you a covetous minis- 
ter, a lover of praise, of pleasure, of good 
eating, he has ruined your ministry. 
Give yourself to prayer and get your 
texts, your thoughts, your words from 
God. Luther spent his best three hours in 
prayer.—McCheyne. 

The gospel, its spirit and progress 
among men, depend on the preacher. He 
may make it effective for good or he 
may block the channel and make it of 
no effect. Someone has likened the 
through 
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which the divine oil must flow. The 
channel must be open and clean that the 
oil may flow readily and freely. 


True, Spiritual Preaching 

Real Holy Ghost preaching is a thing 
of life. By the gospel God speaks through 
men to other men. But He must first 
speak in and live in men by His Spirit, 
in order to speak to others through them. 
The preacher has the heavenly treasure in 
an earthen vessel. So his message is a 
fiery message because he is on fire. His 
message is a part of himself. He is alive 
and that life goes out in his message. 
What he is counts greatly in the preach- 
er’s ministry. He belongs to Christ, 
draws his life from Christ, witnesses for 
Christ, therefore is used in extending the 
truth and life of Christ to others. 


Lifeless, Ineffective Preaching 

The stream cannot rise © above its 
source. The preacher cannot give to 
others what he does not possess in him- 
self. Death cannot produce life. Dead 
sermons will not produce life. A preacher 
may preach the letter without the Spirit, 
the letter killeth, the Spirit gives life. 
The letter forms words, and ceremonies 
make a skeleton, but it takes the moving 
might and power of the Spirit of God to 
cover the skeleton with flesh, and put 
throbbing, living organs within. 

The preacher’s hardest, most difficult 
and thorough work must be within him- 
self. God is not looking for men of great 
talents and learning or great preachers, 
but He needs men of great faith, great 
humility, great faithfulness, great in 
love, great in holiness and spiritual pow- 
er, men who live holy lives without, and 
in the pulpit preach the same. If weak 
and defeated out of the pulpit, we will 
be the same when in the pulpit. 

A prominent minister has said: “What 
the Church needs today is not more ma- 
chinery or better, not new organizations 
or more novel methods, but men whom 
the Holy Ghost can use—men of prayer, 
men mighty in prayer. The Holy Ghost 
does not flow through methods, but 
through men. He does not come on ma- 
chinery but on men. He does not anoint 
plans, but men—men of prayer.”

He was apparently in good health, 
but two days after took sick and the 
22nd went to be with the Lord, which 
is far better. 

We might be led to question, but I feel 
that we should encourage ourselves in 
that no mistake has been made, as for 
God His way is perfect and He does not 
willingly afflict His children; He has 
some wise plan in it all, and even though 
we do not understand, we can trust. 

Now a few words about the man. I 
know that he would protest if he were 
to read these lines. His short nine months 
in Angola were not in vain, his zeal for 
God and his work was a rebuke to us all, 
and after having close contact with him 
for seven months in our station, I can say 
this, he was a ripe Christian, one who 
loved God, His Word, and His people, 
and I feel that we are all the better 
Christians through getting to know him 
closely.

Or are you 
going to make his grave a steppingstone 
for others to occupy the dark needy 
parts that need the Gospel so? 

Mrs. Stark is most welcome to stay in 
our. station should you be thinking of 
sending out other workers to join her in 
the work that she had hoped to do with 
her husband. 


I trust that this will encourage you not 
to give up thought of work in Angola. 
If I can be of any help to you in getting 
you to know better of the need of that 
colony, I would gladly do so.

My Trip to Central America 
\I By J. H. Ingram 
am just back from Guatemala where 
I was taking care of the work during the 


absence of our missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. 
C. T. Furman. I was gone five and 
one-half months and it was far from be- 
ing a pleasure trip, though we should not 
expect smooth sailing always. One must 
traverse stormy seas in order to appreci- 
ate the calm. We occupy a place more 
favorable than many others perhaps, as 
far as the government is concerned, and 
as a whole it seems that we are growing 
in favor with God and with the people. 
Our main difficulty is in trying to keep 
the peace with the other mission people 
without jeopardizing our doctrinal posi- 
tion. Many Christians from other move- 
ments are coming into our fellowship 
seeking water baptism and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. We had more people in 
attendance and more were saved in the 
last four months, according to the re- 
ports, than had come to God during any 
other equal period of time in the history 
of the work, that dates back more than 
twenty years. At some of our local and 
district meetings we had so many people 
jammed into the quarters that we almost 
suffocated though the weather was very 
cool, often cold in the mountain high- 
lands nearly two miles above the sea level. 
On some occasions we had to take out 
nearly all the benches and the people 
stood inside, packed like sardines in a 
can, and at our annual convention it was 
a problem to take care of the crowds. 


We organized the Y. P. E. and L. W. 
W. B. and the local mission work while 
there and arranged for a general organ- 
ization of Sunday Schools throughout the 
field. We organized a “Pro-Matrimonial” 
Society also, with a view to arranging for 
the legal marriage of many Indian 
couples united according to their tribal 
customs; so they may become full- 
fledged members and be recognized by 
the laws of the land. I petitioned the 
government for help, going directly to 
the president who put us in touch with 
the Office of Government and Justice 
where he said we may continue our rep- 
resentations. I registered our society with 
the government secretary before I left, 
and also obtained a missionary permit for 
Brother and Sister Hoggatt, our prospec- 
tive missionaries. Since Guatemala is 
practically a closed field as far as new 
missionaries are concerned, everyone most 
thought it was nothing short of a diplo- 
matic miracle; however, we see it as be- 
ing of God and give Him the glory. 
“Man proposes but God disposes.” 

The authorities were specially consid- 
erate of me this trip and of course I ap- 
preciate it, though one must act wisely *

lest his good be evil spoken of. Getting 
too friendly with the civil authorities and 
mixing in political affairs has hurt some 
missionaries of the Protestant faith and 
has proven to be the utter downfall of 
many Catholics. 

I had a good deal of walking to do this 
time and shall never forget how tired I 
was one night hurrying on foot to a 
meeting nine miles away. The Jefe Politi- 
co (Military Governor) of Totonicapan 
saw me start out walking and came with 
his car and drove me to my appointment, 
while the soldiers and police stood at at- 
tention and saluted along the route. We 
have a number of army officials and sol- 
diers who are members of the Church of 
God. I learned that the chief was edu- 
cated in a Christian college at Chicago 
and was Protestant in his belief. He was 
very much interested in my book 
“Around the World With the Gospel 
Light” and has asked for a copy. Pray 
that the Lord will help us to circulate 
this book on a larger scale, if it is His 
will. I could hardly expect a man of his 
calibre to pay, as it is customary to give 
copies to such persons who desire them, 
and so far I have realized nothing from 
its sale. 

Now in closing I would not have our 
readers believe that people always crowd 


out your meetings in Guatemala, for it is 


usually the opposite, as people are so set 
in their fanatical Catholic beliefs and 
wrapped up in various forms of idolatry 
that it is very hard to turn them. What 
we have today is the result of years of 
hard labor done in this field by Mr. and 
Mrs. Furman, Mr. and Mrs. Hines, Mr. 
and Mrs. Pullin, and others, and no for- 
eign work can prosper much _ without 
good consecrated native workers. We are 
indebt¢d to all of these and especially to 
God dur Father.

I was sent here to . I don’t believe 
that I ever shall forget that first service. 
Even though it was the second oldest 
church in the state, it was in a very sad 
condition. I was delayed on the road and 
was about ten minutes late for Sunday 
School. The church was locked and 
there were three standing on the outside. 
About 10:30 or 10:45 we started Sunday 
School with about thirty present. After 
Sunday School nearly all of these went 
home. I was ready to quit. I felt so very 
hurt; after building up a large congre- 
gation at another place, I had to start 
from the very bottom again. One brother 
that came with me sat in the back of the 
church and cried. I wanted to cry, but I 
felt too bad. Finally time came for me 
to preach. Just before I went into the 
pulpit I felt that any effort would be a 
failure. But as I entered the pulpit I felt 
thexpresence of Him who said, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” 

Thank God! We can always count on 
Jesus. I promised Him when He called 
me to preach, that I would go anywhere, 
if He would only go with me. Jesus never 
fails. That first Sunday morning I 
preached one of the best sermons of my 
entire ministry. The Holy Ghost was 
present and our hearts were strangely 
warmed. The brother who sat in the 
back of the church and cried came to 
me and said, “Brother , I am not 
going to worry any more about you, be- 
cause I feel that all of is going to 
be stirred for Jesus.” 

Sunday night the congregation was 
much larger and God blessed; one person 
went to the altar. The next week attend- 
ance was better and a revival broke out. 
Brother Walker, that revival is still on. 
No, we do not have services every night, 
but every time we meet souls go to the 
altar. The past three years have been 
years of great victory. Of course, we have 
had our struggles and trials, but Jesus 
has always given us the victory.. 

From a mere handful our Sunday 
School has grown until we have had over 
three hundred packed into a small 30x40 
building. The membership has grown, in- 
terest has grown, and, of course, our lit- 
tle church is entirely too small for our 
congregations. We purchased two lots in 
a beautiful growing community, and last 
week we signed the contract for a beau- 
tiful 40x60 brick veneer church. 

What thrills me so is the sound fi- 
nancial plan which we have. The mill 
gave us a large donation, and every busi- 
ness house that we went to gave us a do- 
nation. I am so glad that the Church is

finding favor with the business people. 
Some folk that would have nothing to 
do with us a few years ago are giv- 
ing large donations on the Church. 

There is no battle too hard for Jesus; 
there is no place too hard but that the 
gospel of Jesus Christ can change it.

The Teachings of The Church of 
God Verified by Scriptures 
(Continued from page 3) 

He dwells in the Spirit, then you will 
have to admit that our bodies should be 
holy. So either way it means the same 

thing,—preach and live HOLINESS. 

Isaiah said (35:8), “An highway shall 
be there, and a way, and it shall be called 
the way of holiness; the unclean shall 
not pass over it.” Luke 1:73-75 tells us 
that God swore to Abraham that He 
would deliver us from the hand of our 
enemies, that we might serve Him with- 
out fear in HOLINESS and righteousness 
all the days of our life. Rom. 6:17-22 
tells us that when we obey the doctrine 
that is delivered us, i. e. accept the Word 
of God, that we are then made free from 
sin, and become the servants of Holiness. 
2 Cor. 7:1, “Let us cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God.” 
1 Thess. 4:7, “For God hath not called 
us unto uncleanness, but unto holiness.” 
Heb. 12:9, 10 tells us that God will 
chasten us and correct us that we might 
be partakers of His Holiness. Heb. 12:14, 
“Follow peace with all men and holiness 
without which no man shall see the 
Lord.” 


Now we will take up water baptism. 
I often hear people say, and sometimes 
it is Church of God ministers, that 
water baptism is not essential to salva- 
tion. Now I do seriously question such a 
statement. Who gave you permission to 
tell people that they do not have to fol- 
low the Lord’s example to be justified? I 
readily admit that water will not wash 
away sins, but when you have been born 
of God then you should be baptized in 
water, and if you refuse to be baptized 
I believe you cease to be justified. Matt. 
3:15, Jesus said, “Suffer it to be so now, 
(meaning baptize me at once) for thus 
it becometh us to fulfill all righteous- 
ness.” Baptism in water is still a right- 
eous act. 

Jesus told His disciples to teach all 
nations and baptize them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. One must accept the teach- 
ing and the baptism to be in divine order. 
If he accepts the teaching and rejects the 
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baptism, he cannot be justified. The 
preacher will first have to get the con- 
verts to feel the need of being baptized 
before they will let him obey his com- 
mission. I feel that many blessings have 
been lost, and many cold, formal bap- 
tismal services have been held because 
some one said that water baptism is not 
essential, and the people went into the 
water with a feeling that they were fol- 
lowing some kind of traditional practice 
instead of a divine command of God 


We now study the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Isaiah said (28:11), ‘For with 
stammering lips and another tongue will 
he speak to this people.” When did He 
do that? On the day of Pentecost, and at 
intervals ever since then. “And it shall 
come to pass afterward, that I will pour 
out my spirit upon all flesh,” Joel 2: 
28. Matt. 3:11, “I indeed baptize you 
with water unto repentance, but he that 
cometh after me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to bear. He 
SHALL BAPTIZE YOU WITH THE 
HOLY GHOST AND WITH FIRE.” In 
John 15:26, Jesus said, ““When the Com- 
forter is come, whom I will send unto 
you from the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth which proceedeth from the Father, 
he shall testify of me.” Acts 1:4, “And 
being assembled together with 
commanded that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. For John verily bap- 
tized with water, but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” 


All these scriptures are prophecy. Now 
let us look at the fulfillment of these 
scriptures. Acts 1:13-15; 2:1-4 tells us 
that about 120 people received the Holy 
Ghost and spoke with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave the utterance. In John 15: 
26 Jesus told His disciples that the Holy 
Ghost would testify when He came, so 
the 120 knew that they had received 
what they were waiting for when they 
heard Him speak. Peter, went down to 
Caesarea to preach to the household of 
Cornelius, (they were Gentiles) ind he 
took six Jew brethren with him from 
Joppa; the Jews, all six, had received the 
Holy Ghost, so they watched while Peter 
preached to the Gentiles to see if they re- 
ceived the baptism like they did; while 
Peter spoke the Holy Ghost fell on all 
that heard the Word, and the Jews were 
surprised to’hear the Gentiles speaking in 
tongues just like they did. Acts 10:1-48; 
11:12. Paul, in his travels, found twelve 
men at Ephesus who were disciples, but 
they did not have the Holy Ghost. He 
preached the Holy Ghost Baptism unto 
them, and baptized them, (they had al- 
ready been baptized unto John, but that 
was not in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; John 
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only baptized unto repentance, and Je- 
sus commanded that the people be bap- 
tized in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost which 
made it necessary for Paul to baptize 
these people again) and laid his hands on 
them and they received the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 19:1-7. 


Let us consider the evidence of the Holy 
Ghost baptism. Do you say you have the 
Holy Ghost because you feel good? If you 
do, then the 120 had Him before they 
entered the upper room, for they felt 
good enough to return to Jerusalem with 
great joy after their Lord had ascended. 
Do you profess to be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost because you have quit sin- 
ning? If so, then Noah and Job both had 
the baptism, for they both were perfect 
in their generation. Do you say you have 
the Holy Ghost because you have re- 
pented and been baptized in water? If 
so, then the disciples at Ephesus had this 
experience before Paul ever went to 
them; but they said they did not know 
that there was a Holy Ghost, and if some 
people today would acknowledge their 
ignorance and ask for wisdom about this 
great truth, they would be much bet- 
ter off. Do you know how to tell when 
someone else receives the Holy Ghost? If 
you do not, then you don’t know as 
much as those six men did who went 
with Peter to the home of Cornelius. 
They knew the Gentiles had the Holy 
Ghost FOR THEY HEARD THEM 
SPEAK IN TONGUES. Acts 10:44-47. 

You may ask, What is the purpose of 
tongues? I answer, that He that speaketh 
in an unknown tongue edifieth himself.

church with me. Over there, beyond this 
pretty tropical garden is the Bible School 
for native workers. Isn’t this a beautiful 
setting for the work of God! “Oh, there 
must be about 400 natives gathered 
around here!” Yes, this is a big day for 
THE CHURCH OF GOD. We are cele- 
brating twelve marriages, a grand bap- 
tismal service of seventy-two converts, 
reception of new members, the Lord’s 
Supper, and an ordination of a pastor. 
There are 150 from Fort Jacques alone 
and this is our newest mission! Our evan- 
gelist there, Justin Cagnere, who has done 
so much to bring in new converts, will 
be ordained as pastor-evangelist of Fort 
Jacques mission this morning. Over there 
is Pastor Mathurin of Bizoton who 
brought many of his flock with him in 
his truck. Here is Pastor Deshommes, I 
want to you meet him—he was our first 
convert in Haiti. Then the Lord called 
him from teaching in a Catholic school to 
finally become our pastor in the capital 
city of Port-au-Prince. He is busy get- 
ting the information for the twelve mar- 
riages we will perform this morning. 
“You mean you are helping twenty-four 
people to be married!” Yes, it is YOU, 
brothers and sisters in the CHURCH OF 
GOD, who have been helping our con- 
verts get married by sending $2.00 for 
this fund and we are so glad to be 
thanking you personally. 

Ah, here is Jean-Louis, another broth- 
er who was wonderfully converted in 
Port-au-Prince, and who now spends 
much of his time telling his own friends 
and relatives about the joy he found 
when he forsook his idols and turned to 
Jesus. Now his wife and whole family of 
seven grown-up children are converted. 
Two of his big girls are baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and another one is en- 
rolled in the long waiting list to attend 
Bible School. With your help, Brother 
Jean-Louis will be married this morn- 
ing, after having lived twenty-six years 
with his companion, unable to be mar- 
ried before. Also this morning, this same 
brother, his wife, and two of his daugh- 
ters will be among those to be baptized 
in water. See how everyone is dressed 
in their “Sunday best”: the brides have 
simple unbleached muslin dresses, most 
of them are wearing sandals, and all of 
them are wearing white cotton scarfs in- 
stead of hats. Clothes are very expensive 
in Haiti—one of the common complaints 
of converts is they have no clothes to 
wear to come to church respectfully 
dressed. See that blue serge suit on Broth- 
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er Justin? It fits him perfectly! And 
that nice dress on Sister Jean-Louis who 
is about to be married? These were 
among the clothes sent as gifts from the 
Miami church through Sister Downing. 
We appreciate this very much, and es- 
pecially as they arrived just in time for 
this service. This couple is from Fort 
Jacques and their son is in the next 
couple to be married. Their two little 
children beside them will also be legiti- 
mized on the marriage license. Isn’t this 
a wonderful service! Just think!—father 
and son, mother and daughter-in-law, 
being married at the same service and in 
a few minutes to be baptized together in 
water. We expect in June, the FIRST 
ANNIVERSARY of this Mission at Pe- 
tion-Ville, to have a greater service yet, 
by the help of your prayers and the bless- 
ing of the Lord! More weddings, baptisms 
and another grand reception of new 
members—all to be made possible only 
by help of the marriage fund. For there 
are many yet waiting to be married. These 
twenty-four people today make the 
grand number of 154 converted men 
and whom you have helped straighten 
out their family lives and thus helped en- 
ter the full fellowship of THE

Now that the last couple is married 
and the benediction given, let us go out- 
side into the garden where everyone is 
gathering about the baptismal tank. 
“Oh, look at this new crowd of people 
coming bedecked with beads, rings, ear- 
rings, rouged lips! Who are they? Cer- 
tainly not our members!” No; oh, no! 
These are our neighbors in this city, who, 
hearing of our baptismal service, have 
come to see for themselves how the 
“white devils,” as they call us, carry on 
their “secret rites.” A priest told them 
that we “chop” people to pieces when we 
get them under the water. But they will 
be disappointed when they see that we 
have no secret chambers, that we don’t 
“eat people,” nor give them in “‘sacri- 
fice,” nor have any mysterious services, 
—but that everything is conducted in a 
simple, reverent manner. 


There they come—seventy-two men 
and women robed in white, singing as 
they march in that long, _half-circle 
pathway through the garden of tropical 
flowers to the baptismal tank, to be 
buried and raised to a newness of life 
with OUR RISEN AND VICTORIOUS 
CHRIST. Many of these saints will re- 
turn to their homes to face hard perse- 
cution from their Catholic relatives—but 
they carry with them that sweet peace 
and assurance of God that passeth all un- 
derstanding. Glory to God for every 
blessed one of them, for they are ready to 
give their lives for Christ as martyrs, if 


called upon! 
Let us enter the church again. The 
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scenes are moving faster now, and one 
service runs into the other. Everyone 
helps to quickly move the benches out- 
side to make room for the members who 
must stand “packed like sardines.” First 
we are giving the right-hand of fellow- 
ship to the seventy-two newly baptized. 
Such singing and rejoicing! Every up- 
lifted face radiating with joy! Now a 
spirit of worship and reverence falls upon 
all as we prepare to receive the commun- 
ion. The saints with raised hands and 
faces are praying earnestly, many with 
tears in their eyes. For many, this is their 
first time in participating in this serv- 
ice. They have much to be thankful for: 
married— baptized—brought into mem- 
bership—and now, taking part in the 
Lord’s Supper—all in one day! After this 
was a service of testimonies which were 
so good that we intend to send them to 
the Evangel and Lighted Pathway with 
pictures of our people. How the Savior 
blessed us this glorious Easter Sunday 
morning! May the Lord bless you and 
keep you true, prayer warriors, “for 
there is yet much land to be conquered.”

there was a sea of glass like unto crystal: 
and in the midst of the throne, and round 
about the throne, were four beasts full of 
eyes before and behind. And the first 
beast was like a lion, and the second 
beast like a calf, and the third beast had 
a face as a man, and the fourth beast was 
like a flying eagle. And the four beasts 
had each of them six wings about him; 
and they were full of eyes within: and 
they rest not day and night, saying, 
Holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. And when 
those beasts give glory and honour and 
thanks to him that sat upon the throne, 
who liveth for ever and ever, the four 
and twenty elders fall down before him 
that sat on the throne, and worship him 
that liveth for ever and ever, and cast 
their crowns before the throne, saying, 
Thou art worthy, O Lord, to receive 
glory and honour and power: for thou 
hast created all things and for thy pleas- 
ure they are and were created. 

“And I saw in the right. hand of him 
that sat on the throne a book written 
within and on the backside sealed with 
seven seals. And I saw a strong angel pro- 
claiming with a loud voice, Who is 
worthy to open the book, and to loose the 
seals thereof? And no man in heaven, nor 
in earth, neither under the earth, was able 
to open the book, neither to look there- 
on. And I wept much, because no man 
was found worthy to open and to read 
the book, neither to look thereon. And 
one of the elders saith unto me, Weep 
not: behold, the Lion of the tribe of 
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Juda, the Root of David, hath prevailed 
to open the book, and to loose the seven 
seals thereof. And I beheld, and, lo, in 
the midst of the throne and of the four 
beasts, and in the midst of the elders, 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain, hav- 
ing seven horns and seven eyes, which 
are the seven Spirits of God sent forth in- 
to all the earth.

And when he 
had taken the book, the four beasts and 
four and twenty elders fell down before 
the Lamb, having every one of them 
harps, and golden vials full of odours, 
which are the prayers of saints. And they 
sung a new song, saying, Thou “art 
worthy to take the book, and to open the 
seals thereof: for thou wast slain, and 
hast redeemed us to God by thy blood 
out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; And hast made us 
kings and priests: and we shall reign on 
the earth. And I beheld, and I heard the 
voice of many angels round about the 
throne and the beasts and the elders: and 
the number of them was ten thousand 
times ten thousand, and thousands of 
thousands, saying with a loud voice, Wor- 
thy is the Lamb that was slain to receive 
power and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honour, and glory, and 
blessing. And every creature which is in 
heaven and on the earth and under the 
earth and such as are in the sea, and all 
that are in them, heard I saying, Blessing 
and honour, and glory, and power, 
be unto him that sitteth upon the 
throne, and unto the Lamb for ever and 
ever. And the four beasts said, Amen. 
And the four and twenty elders fell down 
and worshipped him that liveth for ever 
and ever.” Revelation 4th and Sth chap- 
ters. 

Some claim that these two chapters 
describe an order of angels around the 
throne but we are sure that these are the 
raptured saints. Rev. 4:11 proves that it 
is Jesus who is worthy. Rev. 5:9, 10 
proves beyond a doubt that these people 
are the redeemed saints and that not a 
seal is broken up to this time and that 
they are redeemed by His blood from 
every nation, kindred, and tongue. This 
proves that they had been on earth and 
had been redeemed and will reign with 
Him on earth. There has not a’ seal been 
broken up to this time and the Lamb is 
given power to break the seals.
